By Neil Fater 

acing serious criticism 

from two selectmen but 

still backed by a majority 
of the board, Town Manager 
Buzz Stapcezynski is expected to 
meet privately with selectmen 
next week to discuss his evalua- 
tion, a possible retroactive raise, 
and his future. 

In mostly broad terms, select- 
men publicly discussed their 
evaluations of Mr. Stapezynski 
last Thursday night, July 3. The 
board had recently evaluated the 
manager regarding areas such as 
overall leadership, people skills, 
candor, and union negotiation 
skills. 

Selectman Bill Downs said the 


manager was ranked on a scale 
of 1 to 100 and the three senior 
selectmen gave him an overall 
average grade of 66. With the 
grades of the two selectmen elect- 
ed last March, Mr. Stapezynski’s 
grade rises to 75. 

“Taking into consideration 
the overall comments and recom- 
mendations, it is clear that the 
town manager does not live up to 
our expectations, and his future 
as town manager is in question,” 
Mr. Downs said in a memo he 
read during Thursday’s meeting. 

But while Mr. Downs and 
Selectman Larry Larsen 
appeared ready to replace Mr.

Accident claims life 
of Norma Vining

Norma J. Vining called her 
husband, David, from the road 
last Wednesday night to tell 
him she was belatedly on her 
way to their vacation home as 
planned, to begin a long holiday 
weekend with her family. But 
Ms. Vining never had the 
chance to enjoy that weekend. 

The popular Andover resi- 


dent was killed that night, July 
2, on the way to the family’s 
Waterville Valley condo, when 
the van she was driving along 
Interstate 93 flipped over near 
New Hampton, N.H. State 
police said she died from mas- 
sive head and chest injuries 
and was pronounced dead at the 
scene.

Fire leaves 
two families 
homeless

wo families are trying to salvage 
what little they can from the charred 
remains of their 96 Maple Ave. 
house this week, after a propane-fueled 
fire destroyed their three-level home July 4. 

The Independence Day fire, caused by a 
gas-grill explosion heard throughout the 
neighborhood, left the Burke and Vose fami- 
lies homeless. 

Jane Burke was home with her daughter, 
Kelley, 12, when the fire erupted. Her hus 
band, Andover police detective Kevin 
Burke, and their other daughter, Karen, 
were out of the house at the time of the fire, 
as were first-floor residents Pam and David

Tax credits approved 
for septic repairs 


State Representative Barry Finegold 
and State Senator John O’Brien 
announced a tax credit of up to $6,000 
for homeowners to help meet the cost of 
the design and construction of replace- 
ments for failed septic or cesspool sys- 
tems. The Title V credit was part of the 
$18.3 billion fiscal 1998 budget plan

released by a House/Senate conference 
committee. The credit may be taken 
over four years and the total estimated 
cost for fiscal 1998 is $9.75 million. The 
credit, effective July 1, 1997, does not 
apply to repairs prior to that date. 

“This is well deserved tax relief for 
people who go through the burdensome 
and costly process of repairing septic 
systems. This will especially help the 
people in certain parts of Andover, such 
as West Andover and around the Ban- 
croft area where the Title V property 
has been especially bad,” said Rep. 
Finegold. 

“With the recent denial at town 
meeting of expanding existing sewer 
systems, this tax credit will also help 
those homeowners who have been hit 
hard because they are on a septic sys- 
tem.

Does riding your bike 464 
miles across the state of Iowa in 
seven days sound like a good 
time? For some Andover locals, 
it is the highlight of summer. 

Bill Pennington, a Clark Road 
resident and one of the organiz- 
ers of the Feaster Five Road 
Race, is leading a group of area 
residents in biking in RAGBRAI, 
the Des Moines Register’s Annual 
Great Bicycle Ride Across lowa 

Mr. Pennington and the other 
members of his group will 
depart Friday, July 18, for their 
long adventure 
fields and rolling hills of Iowa. 

[They will join 10,000 other 
biking enthusiasts in celebrating 
the 25th anniversary of the 
event. 

“This is the 25th anniversary 
of RAGBRAI, so we want to get 
25 people to go out there,” Mr. 
Pennington said. So far, he has 
recruited 20 adventurous souls

1973, RAGBRAI has grown into a 
tradition for both bikers and the 
people of Iowa. 

Each year, during the last 
week of July, thousands of peo- 
ple from all 50 states and 14 for- 
eign countries come to Iowa to 
participate in the tour. The rid- 
ers are a diverse group, with an 
average age of 37.7 years. 

The event is planned and run 
by the Register, which picks a 
new route for RAGBRAI every 
year. 

Kight communities host the 
bikers overnight during the 
week, allowing them to sleep in 
their homes, camp out in their 
fields, and bathe in their lakes. 
The towns, some with as few as 
400 residents, also feed and 
entertain the bikers 

According to participants, the 
hospitality of the Iowans is what 
makes the trip worthwhile. 

“The key ingredient is the 
friendliness of the people,” Mr. 
Pennington said. “They’re

{Continued trom page 4} 
thrilled to have you there.” 

This will be Mr. Pennington’s fifth 
year of participating in RAGBRAI, 
which he says he begins looking for- 
ward to “as soon as I’m on the plane 
ride home.” 

“It is a really good thing for me per- 
sonally, because I really enjoy the peo- 
ple in the Midwest,” Mr. Pennington 
Said. “It is a good break from the every- 
day grind.” 

Mr. Pennington and the rest of his 
group will wake up at around 5:30 
every morning and be on their bikes by 
6:00 to tackle the day’s route, which 
will range from a low of 55 miles to a 
high of 82. 

The event is a tour, not a race, so 
everyone progresses at their own pace, 
with speeds ranging from eight to 25 
miles per hour. 

Mr. Pennington said that you do not 
have to be a great athlete to enjoy the 
event; the main thing is enjoying your 
company. 

“The people who go there are not 


competitive at all. They just go out 
there to have a good time,” Mr. Pen- 
nington said. “The biking is sec- 
ondary.” 

Each day the bikers will pass though 
Six or seven towns, where they will be 
cheered on and entertained by resi- 
dents and also be able to cool down and 
snack. 

According to Mr. Pennington, the 
food is so good that despite all the exer- 
cise, “you can actually gain weight out 
in Iowa.” 

By mid to late afternoon, most of the 
bikers will have reached their destina- 
tion for the night, and the group will 
set up camp before enjoying the festivi- 
ties in town. 

In the evening, singers, dancers, 
clowns and other entertainers wiil 
keep some riders occupied, while oth- 
ers with more energy will play in 
three-on-three basketball tournaments, 
compete in golf cart races and try to 
avoid getting soaked in huge water bal- 
loon fights. 

Along the way, the riders will have 
plenty of opportunity to meet people 
from all over the country and make

Selectmen Monday asked town 
employees to continue studying possi- 
ble changes to the town’s parking-stick 
er program that expires Sept. 30, and 
they talked about more vigorously tick- 
eting those who park illegally. 

To free parking spaces near down- 
town businesses, selectmen approved a 
parking-sticker program four years 
ago. The idea was to move downtown 
workers’ cars away from prime park: 
ing areas by allowing them to essential- 
ly rent a space in a municipal lot. 
There are currently 51 such spaces and 
there are 57 workers on the waiting list 
for them. 

“When you have this many cus- 
tomers wanting to get into your pro- 
gram, I think that’s pretty successful,” 
said Larry Larsen, selectman. 

But people have noticed many of the 
reserved spaces are left open during 
weekends, when the downtown is at its 
busiest. Selectmen kicked around the 
idea of limiting the parking program to 
Monday through Friday. 

They also discussed the idea of mov-

ing 18 sticker spaces in Park Street Vil- | 
lage further out of town, possibly onto 
roads such as Chestnut Street. But a 
couple of residents at the meeting Cau- 
tioned against this idea, saying down- |

town residents already have to deal 
with plenty of parking issues. 
“Residential downtown areas are | 
taking it on the chin pretty hard} 
already. Pretty much every weekend in | 
the summertime there’s something | 
(needing parking) already” said Cliff | 
Markell, 60 Chestnut St., after the meet- 
ing. “What I guess we’d like to see is 
more of a long-term solution that 
doesn’t impact the neighborhoods. I | 
guess I don’t know what that is.” 
Selectmen have said it will be diffi- 
cult to find or at least afford a new loca- 
tion downtown for another municipal 
lot. There are approximately 2,000 pub- 
lic and private spaces in the downtown. 
Selectmen discussed more vigorous- 
ly ticketing meter feeders and giving 
multiple tickets to those who "ease 
their cars in two-hour spaces all day. 
Jerry Silverman, selectmen chair- 
man, said the town has seen a drop of 
$50,000 in parking money during the 
last two years. In 1995, the town collect- 
ed $200,000 from meters, stickers and 
fines.

DOES IT PAY TO WORK PART TIME AFTER RETIREMENT? 
“Work banishes three great evils: boredom, vice and poverty.” Voltaire 
You can hardly pick up a publication for older Americans these days 
without reading about some energetic retiree who works at a part-time 
job ‘just for fun.” Many of us may find ourselves a little short of cash after 
picking up our groceries, prescriptions, or even hitting the shopping malls 
for holiday, wedding or birthday gifts. This is when the idea of 
supplementing Social Security and pension income seems pretty inviting. 
Should you work after retirement? That depends. If you want to 
keep working — full or part time — past age 62 or 65, it may make sense 
to defer Social Security benefits until after you quit working. That's 
because if you eam more than a certain limit, the government will cut 
your Social Security benefit. The 1997 earnings limitation (also called the 
retirement test) is $13,500 per year or $1,125 per month if you're age 65 
through 69. It's even lower if you're under age 65 — $8,640 per year or 
$720 per month. Furthermore, if you go over the earnings cap, your 
spouse's benefits will be pared down, too. If you're age 70 or more, 
there’s good news — The sky is the limit. You can make as much money 
as you wish and your benefits won't be cut. a 
A monthly test for starters. If you're going to start receiving Social 
Security benefits, you may be able to get better results during your first 


calendar year of benefits by using a special rule: You can receive your | 


full benefit for any month that you earn 1/12 or less of the earnings 
limitation, based on your age. If you eam even $10 more than 1/12 of 
that annual earnings limitation, benefits won't be payable for that month. 

How about investment income? Fortunately, you can get Wall Street 
to help you if you have been doing some wise investing. Income or 
capital gains you receive from your mutual funds, annuities, stocks or 
bonds isn't counted towards the eamings limitation. Neither is the money 
you might win from the lottery, or dollars you receive as gifts, 
inheritances or other pensions. 

What about working part time at a business you own? If you're an 
owner or officer in a business that you or your family owns, you could be 
in a position to control the amount of eamings reported in your name. 
Thus, you may need to furnish the Social Security office with additional 
information, such as tax returns and corporate records. You won't be 
able to simply pay yourself a smaller salary to stay under the earnings 
limitations. Your earnings must match the amount of work you continue 
to perform. 

A new law encourages work after age 70. Used to be, if we wanted 
to avoid a penalty tax, we had to start taking minimum annual amounts 
out of our qualified retirement plans in April the year after we reached 
age 70 1/2. Starting in 1997, the requirement is postponed for people 
who are not yet retired, except for 5% business owners and for IRA 
owners. 

It may be worth it to you to continue working at a job you love, even 
though you're eligible for retirement payouts. But, you need to have all 
the facts before you decide. Talk to your financial advisor about your 
personal retirement goals. And call for an appointment with your local 
Social Security office at 1-800-772-1213 if you have any questions about 
earnings limitation rules. : :

Since studying anthro- 
pology at Stanford Universi- 
ty, she has had a particular 
interest in indigenous cul- 
tures and their clashes with 
modern industrial society. 

“In Chiapas, I discovered 
the dynamic which allowed 
the Mayan culture to survive 
500 years of colonial oppres- 
sion. I also witnessed the 
low-intensity warfare going 
on in the area today,” she 
said, adding that while the 
situation in Chiapas may 
seem very far away, in many 
ways “it is right in our own 
backyards. 

“T hope to make people 
more aware of the struggle in 
Chiapas and why is is impor- 
tant for Americans to care 
about human rights in Mexi- 
co.”

Tooth-whitening procedures performed by the dentist 
utilize bleaching agents that differ substantially from drugstore 
formulations.

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Plans to renovate technical school underwa 


By Tamar Carroll 

Classes held in an auditorium. Bath 
rooms and staircases not up to code. 
Obsolete technology. Sound familiar? 
Another of Andover’s schools is due for 
renovations. 

Plans are now underway for the ren- 
ovation and expansion of the Greater 
Lawrence Technical High School on 
River Road. 


Need to expand and modernize 

School officials say the voke school’s 
building is too small and too outdated 
to meet the needs of the growing enroll- 
ment of students from the Merrimack 
Valley. 

“It is not large enough to suit the 
enrollment needs, and it is not ade- 
quate to suit emerging technology and 
trends in technical education,” said 
Superintendent Marsha McDonough. 

The school, which provides a techni- 
cal and vocational alternative to tradi- 
tional high school curriculums for resi- 
dents of Andover, Lawrence, Methuen 
and North Andover, was originally 
built in 1963 for 600 male students. In 
1972, the last time the building under- 
went major renovations, it was expand- 
ed to accommodate the 600 female stu- 
dents who entered for the first time 
that fall. 

With rising populations in all of the 
communities the school serves, school 
officials expect enrollment, which is 
currently at 1,443, to rise to 1,625 in the 
next 10 years. 

The school is presently overcrowd- 
ed, according to state standards, which 
set 1,200 as the appropriate enrollment 
for a comparable 265,000-square-foot 
technical school. 

Ms. McDonough said several classes 
this past year were held on the school’s 
stage because of a lack of classroom 
space, and the school’s special-educa 
tion students were isolated in “areas 
that are not appropriate for learning 
activities,” also because of a lack of 
space. 


“With an expanded school, we wi 
be able to include those students i 
much more beneficial ways,” Ms 
McDonough said. 

Evelyn Burke, chairwoman of the 
School Building Committee, said the 
school has been due for a major reno- 
vation for more than 10 years 

“This school wanted and needed this 
renovation 10 years ago,” Ms. Burke 
Said. 

Ms. Burke said that because the 
Education Reform Act, which gives 
state money to local districts to finance 
school building projects, had not yet 
been passed at that time, and the area’s 
economy was not prospering, the 
School Building Committee had to wait 
to act on the renovation plans. 

“That was before the Education 
Reform Act. We couldn’t afford it then, 
even though we were just as needy,” 
Ms. Burke said. “That’s why we drew it 
off the boards. We have been as fiscally 
responsible as we could be. Now it is 
absolutely necessary.” 

Initial work 
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Greater Lawrence Technical School is in need of renovations. 


For the past two years, members of 


the 16-person School Building Commit- 
tee consulted with area businesses and 
with current students to determine the 
needs of the school’s future students. 

“We have elicited input from the 
current student body, alumni, busi- 
nesses and the Chambers of Com- 
merce,” Ms. McDonough said. 

The School Building Committee also 
chose an architectural firm to complete 
a preliminary study and, later on, to 
draw up the final plans for the project. 

The building committee decided to 
hire DRA, Drummey Rosane Anderson 
Inc. of Newton, because of the firm’s 
extensive experience in vocational 
school projects. DRA has been involved 
in renovation projects at Whittier 
Regional Vocation Technical High 
School in Haverhill, the Greater Lowell 
Regional Vocational Technical High 
School and the Minuteman Technical 
High School in Lexington. 


Preliminary plans 

DRA’s feasibility study reported the 
school will need to add 90,000 square 
feet of new construction for additional 
shops and classrooms, fully renovate 
the existing facility and revise the situ. 
ation of vehicular and pedestrian cir- 
culation and athletic facilities. 

The project will include the addition 
of at least one new shop, biotechnolo- 
gy, and will upgrade existing science 
labs, CAD labs and the Media Center. 

School officials said the new 
biotechnology career pathway will pro- 
vide interested students with a strong 
background in biology, microbiology 
and chemistry, and prepare them to 
enter the region’s expanding work 
force of biotech employees. 

“This shop will allow us to meet the 
needs of the skilled workers that the 
industry is crying for,” Ms. Burke said. 

The project will install a complete 


technology network to connect all com- 
puters in the building and provide 
Internet access to all the classrooms. 

In addition, the project will bring 
the building to compliance with pre- 
sent building codes and the Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA). 

This will require removing asbestos 
tiling, reinforcing existing walls and 
installing ADA compliant bathrooms, 
elevator controls and new stair 
handrails, among other things. 

Architect Carl Franceschi said the 
entrance to the school will also be 
redesigned to allow the public better 
access to the school’s services, which 
include a bakery, hair salon and coffee 
shop. 


Cost minimal for Andover 

The project’s estimated total cost is 
$46.2 million, with about $30 million for 
renovations and $16 million for the 
new construction. However, school 
officials anticipate the state will reim- 
burse the towns for 90 percent of the 
cost under the Education Reform Act. 

“We have a very, very strong chance 
of getting 90 percent reimbursement 
from the Massachusetts Department of 
Education,” said Gary Hamilton, 
supervisor of Budgeting and Account- 
ing Operations. 

The four towns’ shares of the cost 
will be proportional to the percentage 
of students from each town enrolled in 
the school, so Andover, which has the 
fewest students enrolled, will pay the 
least. 

“Andover’s piece will be a very 
small percentage,” Ms. McDonough 
Said. 

Since Andover residents make up 
an average of 1.64 percent of the 
school’s total enrollment, the town will 
pay about 1.64 percent of the project’s 
final cost. If Andover’s enrollment in 
the school increases over the payment

period, the town’s share of the bill will 
also increase. 

Mr. Hamilton estimated the project 
will cost Andover about $10,000 a year 
for 20 years, assuming the percentage 
of Andover residents enrolled does not 
substantially change. 


“The numbers we are looking at are 
small, but there is the chance for 
change,” Mr. Hamilton said. 

In contrast, Lawrence, which 
enrolls the largest number of students, 
will pay more than $500,000 a year for 
20 years. 


Next Steps 

Before the project can go further, 
the school must receive the approval of 
all four town governments. 

Andover selectmen voted unani- 
mously to approve the project at their 
June 23 meeting. 

“It is a great school and we want to 
support it,” said Selectman Larry Lar- 
son. 


The School Building Committee is 
currently working to gain the approval 
of the other three town governments. 

“We are going to keep going back to 
get it approved,” Ms. Burke said. 

Ms. McDonough said the committee 
hopes to have approvals by this 
September at the latest, so that the 
architects can complete the final plans 
by June 1, 1998. 

If the project is approved by Septem- 
ber, the committee anticipates the new 
building will be completed and ready 
for occupancy by September of 2000. 

“We are taking each step slowly,” 
Ms. McDonough said. 

“We don’t want to see the same 
thing that’s happened to Andover 
(regarding the over-budget and tardy 
Andover High School project) and oth- 
er towns happen here.”

Fire leaves families homeless 


The Burkes’ youngest daugh 
ter was upstairs in her bedroom 
when the explosion occurred, 
blowing out her bedroom win- 
dows, said Det. Burke. Both Kel- 
ley, a Doherty Middle School 
student, and her mother made it 
out of the house safely. 

Fire Deputy Chief Richard 
Hartman said the malfunction- 
ing grill caused and fueled the 
fire. 

Fire Chief Harold Wright 
praised his firefighters for pre- 
venting the quickly burning 
blaze from severely damaging 
neighbors’ homes at 94 Maple 
Ave. and 7 Walnut Ave. But a 
family pet perished, and much 
of the 96 Maple Ave. structure 
was destroyed by the flames. 

“It’s a mess. There’s no roof 
on it. My daughter’s cat on the 
third floor was killed,” said 
Kevin Burke, surveying the 
damage after talking with an 
insurance adjuster Monday. 

Det. Burke told fellow detec- 
tives his family lost almost all of 
their clothes in the fire. 

David and Pam _ Vose 
returned home to find they, too, 
had lost most of their posses- 
sions. 

“We basically lost every- 
thing. This is what’s left,” said 
Mr. Vose, motioning to a small 
amount of clothing airing out on 
a neighbor’s lawn. For Mr. Vose, 
the fire marked the end of a ter- 
rible week. He was laid off 
Wednesday from his position as 
a teacher in Salem, Mass. 

The Voses had moved to 
Andover less than two years 
ago. 
“We got married about a year 


and a half ago. We were just 
kind of starting out. Every- 


thing’s about a year and a half 


old. It’s tough,” said Mr. Vose. 
“We have to find a two-bedroom 
apartment somewhere. That’s 
the biggest thing right now, 
finding somewhere to live.” 


Helping hands 

Both the Vose and Burke 
families expressed thanks for 
the support they’ve received 
from the community. 

Mr. Vose said members of the 
South Church community came 
to offer them support and said a 
prayer for the family. 

“Especially because our fami- 
lies are so far away it’s nice to 
know people are willing to reach 
out,” said Pam Vose. The Vose 
family is looking to buy an 
Apple or Macintosh computer to 
replace their computer that was 
destroyed in the fire. 

The police and fire depart- 
ments set up a fund for the 
Burke family at Family Bank 
and raised $1,000 in just a few 
hours after the fire, said Det. 
James Haggerty, who noted, 
“Te been on 13 years now and 
I’ve never seen a firefighter or a 
police officer have to do some- 
thing like this.” 

People interested in donating 
money can bring it to the police 
station or to Family Bank or 
bring checks payable to “The 
Kevin Burke Family Fire 
Fund.” 

“Most of the money that’s 
donated will be going to the two 
daughters, since the ladies, the 
wife and the two daughters, lost 
all of their clothes in the fire,” 
said Lt. Kevin Lynch. 

“A lot of people anonymously 


are giving tens and twenties and 
fifties. They’re just coming in 
the door and dropping it off,” 
said Det. Haggerty. “It’s greatly 
exceeding what we thought 
would happen. All of us who 
work with him appreciate it.” 

The Burke family also 
expressed their appreciation. 

“We’ve been getting a lot of 
support from people I don’t even 
know. I can’t express my thanks 
enough,” said Det. Burke. “The 
young man down the street who 
went into the house, Peter 
Comeau, I’m indebted to him as 
well. He must be a heck of a kid 
to do that.” 

J. Peter Comeau, of 3 Walnut 
Ave., said he heard the explo- 
sion and went into the house to 
make sure no one was left 
inside. 

“T heard a bang,” he said. “I 
knew it was more than a fire- 
cracker. Then I saw a mush- 
room of smoke. 

“IT told (his wife) Sue to call 
911 and then ran to get the gar- 
den hose. I ran to the house and 
told the girl (Kelley) to get out- 
side. I ran into the house not 
knowing if anybody was in 
there. I was inside five, seven, 
maybe 10 minutes,” said Mr. 
Comeau. 

“When I’d been in there for 
about five minutes there was so 
much smoke, I panicked. I 
thought I came in one way, but 
then when I tried to leave the 
house, I walked into a closet. I 
just kept opening doors.” 

Mr. Comeau _ eventually 
found his way out, and firefight- 
ers spent the next several hours 
battling the blaze. Talking with

other people during the fire, Sue 
Comeau said she told her husband,

Firefighters take a beating 

When engines arrived at the 
scene, the fire was already burning 
at all three levels of 96 Maple Ave. 
and had reached the side of 7 Wal- 
nut Ave. next door. 

“Dep. Chief (Richard) Hartman 
was the one in charge and he and 
the men working with him did an 
outstanding job,” said Chief 
Wright. 

“The men took a beating, there 
was no two ways about it. It was a 
hot day. Most people were out in 
shorts,” he said. “They prevented 
what could have been a three- 
house fire.” 

Dep. Hartman also praised his 
firefighters saying, “These people 
certainly deserve recognition for 
their hard work. 

“They did an excellent job keep- 
ing the fire out of that building (7 
Walnut Ave.). That house is less 
than 10 feet away,” he noted. “The 
fire did not penetrate into the inte- 
rior of the house.”

How to avoid cookout fires 


The explosion from the Burkes’ July 4 fire could be heard through- 
out the neighborhood and the smoke could be seen as far away as Route 
495. Their 96 Maple Ave. home will probably never be habitable again. 

How can others avoid such a fire? 

Fire Chief Harold Wright, who appeared before the Board of Select: 
men Monday night, offers the following tips: 

* Keep the grill on the ground, not on a deck or porch. The Burkes’ 
grill was set up on their back porch. 

- Set up the grill at least 20 feet from any building. Although this may 
seem inconvenient, Chief Wright cautions that every year there seems 
to be some kind of a fire involving a gas grill. If the grill is close to a 
house or porch, there’s a higher chance of a serious fire. 

- Keep the grill clean. Don’t allow grease to build up on it. 

* When storing the grill for the winter, place it in a shed away from 
the house if possible. Because propane is heavier than air, Chief Wright 
warns that the gas can pool in an enclosed area. If a leaky grill is stored 
right next to a house and there’s a spark, he said, “You will get an 
explosion that will take a house right off its foundation.” 


from within all three levels of the 
house, until the roof threatened to 
collapse. Then they switched to an 
exterior attack. 

Three injured firefighters were 
treated and released from 
Lawrence General Hospital. 
Ernest Vocell twisted his ankle, 
Joseph Cahill strained a tendon in 
his hand, and Daniel Guillet was 
treated for dehydration. 

“The hardest thing we had to do 
was make them sit down for a 
while and take liquids,” said Chief 
Wright. “Finally, we had to give 
them a direct order, ‘You will sit 
down and you will get liquids in 
you.” 

Andover firefighters do not 
often see a fire of this severity, said 
Dep. Hartman. “We could easily go 
over a year without a three-alarm 
fire,” he said. “This was a very fast 
burning and very hot burning fire 
complicated by close exposures. 
That demands a lot more manpow- 
er.” 

Firefighters from Lawrence, 
Tewksbury, and North Reading all 
sent engines to the fire, and fire- 
fighters from three other towns 
helped cover Andover stations.

After a few cars went by, 9-year-old 
Dan decided he should try to give his 
mother first aid and caught a glimpse of 
her body. 

A woman in a pick-up truck finally 
stopped, put the boys in her vehicle and 
used her cellular phone to call for assis- 
tance. 

A life of giving 

St. Augustine Church was packed for 
Ms. Vining’s funeral, and more than 900 
people are believed to have attended her 
calling hours. Many waited in line more 
than an hour. A plane 
hired by Mr. Vining’s 
disposal company car- 
ried the message “Nor- 
ma, we love you,” in the 
sky. 

According to Mr. 
Vining, his wife loved 
gardening, needlepoint 
and crocheting. She 
planted nearly all of the 
plants and trees on 
their Patriot Drive 
property, and designed 
their swimming pool. 

One of the people 
who attended her call- 
ing hours was the man 
who years ago had built 
the pool. He credited 
some of the success for 
his business to Norma 
Vining, whom he said taught him about 
the functionality of pools, said Mr. Vin- 
ing. 

Mr. Vining met his wife after he lost 
his first wife in an automobile accident. 
After his first wife died, Mr. Vining said 
he pledged only to buy larger vehicles, 
such as the Suburban Ms. Vining was 
driving, to prevent another fatal acci- 
dent. 

His son from his first marriage, Bert, 
was only 3 when Norma and David Vin- 
ing met. He recently graduated from St. 
Michael’s College in Vermont. 

“My 22 (year-old son) is reliving his 
first mother’s death. He’s suffering with 
his first mother and his second mother, 
who was more like a mother than most 
mothers are to their own natural chil- 
dren,” said Mr. Vining. 

The Vining’s daughter, Anna, wears 
her mom’s sunshine necklace around her 
neck now. Norma Vining loved sunshine 
and there are sun representations 
throughout her home. A sign by the pool 
she designed reading, “Camp Sunshine.” 

“That’s the name she gave our home,” 
said Mr. Vining. 

“She liked happy things - sunshine, 
flowers and children. That was who she 
was,” said Ms. Villarreal. “She did so 
many things that no one ever knew. 
When it came to trumpeting her own 
deeds, she never did that.”A12 

When her friend Carolyn Kane’s sister 
was in need of a bone marrow transplant, 
Ms. Vining had herself checked to see if

she could be a suitable donor. 

“Norma was my favorite mom. When I 
began to think I was raising two little 
monsters, I’d give her a call,” said Ms. 
Kane, one of those to give a eulogy. 

Ms. Kane said Ms. Vining made her 
realize parents’ time with their kids is 
intense, brief and wonderful. 

“One of her main faults was she would 
do too much for others,” said Sherry Shu- 
lik, who had a child on the same Odyssey 
of the Mind team. “If her kids were hap- 
py, she was happy. If her friends were 
happy, she was happy.” 

Friends said Ms. Vin- 
ing was the one who 
would take up the col- 
lection for the coach’s 
gift at the end of the 
year or answer the calls 
for a non-titled volun- 
teer. 

End-of-the-season 
soccer parties, Christ- 
mas get-togethers and 
Easter egg hunts were 
always at her house. 

Last week she donat- 
ed her children’s swing 
set to a day care center, 
offering to take it to 
them because her chil- 
dren no longer used it 
and wanted a half-court 
basketball court 
instead, said Mr. Vini- 
ing. 

She let the YMCA use her pool for local 
swimming lessons. 

“Every kid in this neighborhood learned 
to swim in this pool,” said Mr. Vining. 

“Someone at the service said her family 
was first in her life and her friends were a 
very close second, and I think everyone in 
the room would have agreed with that. She 
was a very special lady,”’ said Ms. Villar- 
real. 


A second mom 

Ms. Shulik said her son Geoffrey, called 
Ms. Vining “his other mother.” 

“I’m glad someone like her was in my 
kid’s life. What she taught us and our kids 
and her own kids will go on,” said Ms. Shu- 
lik. 

The Vining family asked that donations 
be made to Andover’s Youth Council 
because Norma Vining would have wanted 
it that way. 

“When it came time for flowers or dona- 
tions, what do you do?

Fred Stott praises 
fown manager 


Editor, Townsman: 

It is entirely appropriate that each 
year the selectmen review the perfor- 
mance of the town manager, and then 
share their findings with him. This has 
just been done, and while the precise 
findings have properly been kept pri- 
vate, many of the findings, especially 
points of criticism, have been aired 
publicly and headlined in the press. 

In turn the positive elements in the 
evaluation have been minimized, but 
they are substantial. To mention four: 

* Moody’s Investor’s Service has 
raised the town’s bond rating from AA 
to AA1, clear evidence of the town’s 
strong financial position. 

+ Several key staff leadership 
appointments have been made by the 
town manager, widely admired 
appointments. These include the fire 
chief, building inspector, town engi- 
neer, Senior Center director and the 
director of the library. 

* Solid industrial growth has taken 
place including the arrival or expan- 
sion of Putnam Investments, Picture- 
Tel, Genetics Institute, Eisai Research 
Institute and Vicor, with River Road 
improvements to match. 

* Two school projects have been well 
completed ( Sanborn and South) at the 
same time that the High School project 
has had major problems which have 
understandably, been headlined. 

Another positive factor is the posi- 
tive manner in which the town manag- 
er and town employees deal with the 
issues and their adherents affecting the 
community. Since his arrival seven 
years ago, I have had numerous official 
contacts with the town manager in my 
role as a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee and then in the past three years 
as the treasurer of the 350th Anniver- 
sary Committee. Invariably I have 
found him, as most other town employ- 
ees, responsible, responsive to both 
question and suggestion, knowledge- 
able, balanced in judgment and action, 
and focussed on what is in the best 
interest of the town. 

In this evaluation process I do feel it 
regrettable that public statements have 
been made to the effect that the town 
manager has lost the general approval 
of the citizens, and these statements 
have been headlined in the press. 
While all of us get differing impres- 
sions from what we hear, I have cer- 
tainly not sensed such a lack of confi- 
dence. 

It is troubling that, having two years 
ago voted a new five-year term for the 
town manager, some selectmen com- 
ments talk of widespread anger at the 
town manager over the High School 
building project. To me, the prime role 
of the selectmen is to pick the town 
manager, and having picked him, to 
back him. It is worth noting that the 
School Committee and the teachers 
union have quietly gone about the 
issue of contract and resolved it’ in 


mutual good faith. 

So, here’s what I believe. 

* We have a good town manager, a 
quality person and an experienced and 
knowledgeable official. 

+ We have many positive accom- 
plishments, some enumerated above. 

* We now have an evaluation and 
goal-setting process being worked out 
which should and will be done annual- 
ly. 

- People want to live in Andover, 
they want their children to go to school 
in Andover. Businesses both respect 
the Andover address and the manner 
in which town officials conduct town 
business. 

* We will all benefit if we focus on 
the many positives and build on them 
rather than the criticisms. 

I really believe we’ll get a lot further 
that way.

Outraged Andrew 
Mummey didn’t 
graduate with class 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing in outraged response to 
the story concerning the barring of 
Andrew Mummey from the Andover 
High School graduation ceremonies 
because of a social studies report that 
was turned in two days late. 

As a former high school teacher, I 
know the importance of instilling in 
pupils a sense of diligence and punctu- 
ality concerning their academic 
responsibilities. However, I also know 
that the lessons we teach in exercising 
good judgment and a sense of fairness 
stay with students long after their last 
paper is turned in and their diplomas 
handed out. And in this most impor- 
tant area, Andover High School and 
Principal Ellen Parker failed miser- 
ably. 

According to the news article, “Ms. 
Parker did not return phone calls from 
the Townsman... and was unavailable 
for comment Tuesday and Wednes- 
day.” I hope it’s because she is 
ashamed of herself. Ms. Parker set an 
extremely poor example of leadership 
when she let an inflexible adherence to 
“policy” overrule common sense, rea- 
sonableness and decency. The fact that 
young Mr. Mummey, who readily 
acknowledged his wrongdoing, attend- 
ed the graduation exercise in a show of 
support for his classmates in spite of 
the administration’s unnecessarily 
cruel and petty punishment, showed a 
far greater depth of character and level 
of maturity than Ms. Parker exhibited 
in her decision. Imagine how painful 
that must have been for Andrew and 
his family! 

While discussing the issue of tardi- 
ness, why weren’t the Mummeys noti- 
fied by the administration or the guid- 
ance department or the social studies 
teacher before this became such a prob- 
lem? Why were they all so late in han- 


dling their responsibilities to the tax- 
payers who pay their salaries? What 
example are we setting? “Do as I say, 
not as I do.” 

This was an unfortunate situation 
all around, but it did not have to be. 
The administration could have exer- 
cised a good deal more sensitivity and a 
great deal less arrogance in handling 
Mr. Mummey’s predicament, but to rob 
this young man of one of his “once-in-a- 
lifetime” events was absolutely uncon- 
scionable.
